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GUNS  FOR  TEACHERS? 

In  the  wake  of  the  recent  school 
massacre  it  seems  one  response  [Letters, 
12/20]  proposes  letting  teachers  bring  guns 
to  school. 

I  am  a  teacher  in  Eugene,  and  I  would 
never  consider  carrying  a  gun  to  school! 
First  of  all,  I  have  no  desire  to  use  a  gun  and 
don’t  personally  know  any  teachers  who 
like  to  shoot  guns,  although  Em  sure  they 
exist.  I  would  be  much  more  worried  about 
how  the  teachers  would  be  expected  to  keep 
guns  secure  and  simultaneously  available  in 
an  emergency.  Do  we  want  to  ensure  there 
are  guns  in  the  school  that  a  troubled  student 
could  possibly  get  hold  of  in  a  moment  of 
heated  passion? 

My  daughter’s  high  school  went  into 
lockdown  on  Monday  [12/17]  as  a  rumor 
surfaced  about  a  couple  kids  who  planned 
to  bring  guns  to  school.  I  feel  the  Eugene 
Police  Department  was  extremely  proactive 
and  dispensed  trained  officers  to  deal  with 
the  threat  immediately.  I  strongly  feel  we 
should  let  the  trained  security  professional 
deal  with  security  and  let  teachers  deal  with 
teaching  and  creating  relationships  with 
students  and  perhaps  provide  more  training 
in  how  to  keep  kids  as  safe  as  possible 


during  a  lockdown  situation. 

On  an  aside,  with  all  the  budget  cuts 
to  education,  attacks  on  teachers  by  the 
right,  increased  workloads  and  reduced 
support,  we  may  want  to  think  about  the 
psychological  effects  that  might  inflict 
on  teachers.  Remember  the  term  “going 
postal”?  Just  saying. 

Teachers  don’t  need  guns.  They  need 
more  support  with  smaller  class  sizes  and 
more  time  for  each  student  in  order  to 
help  them  succeed  emotionally  as  well  as 
academically. 

So  my  solution  is:  more  teachers/smaller 
class  size  plus  schedules  that  allow  for 
relationship  and  community  building  equal 
safer,  more  successful  schools.

RAGING  MALES 

Taking  the  Second  Amendment  folks 
at  their  word,  sure,  a  well-armed  populace 
might  be  a  good  safeguard  against  tyranny, 
but  how  would  a  15-day  waiting  period 
interfere  with  that?

The 
Register-Guard  reported  on  the  murders, 
the  manhunt,  Congo’s  Jan.  12  arrest  in 
Mexico,  Congo’s  extradition,  trial  and 
sentencing.  But  never  once  did  the  R-G 
report  or  editorialize  on  the  elephant-in-the- 
room  question:  What  would  drive  a  man  to 
murder  his  wife  and  children? 

I  speak  from  direct  personal  experience 
when  I  state  that  male  rage  churns  away 
in  the  psychology  of  countless  millions 


of  men.  They’re  in  the  bars,  they’re  at  the 
sporting  events  and  they’re  at  the  gun  stores. 
The  sooner  our  society  begins  to  address 
this  extremely  widespread  public  mental 
health  problem,  the  sooner  we’ll  address  the 
true  root  cause  of  mass-shooting  tragedies.

An  Uncomfortable  Truth 


WE  LIVE  IN  A  CULTURE  OF  VIOLENCE 

It’s  time  we  face  some  uncomfortable  truths.  Last  Friday,  as  the  news  poured  in 
about  Sandy  Hook,  I  was  teaching  my  peace  studies  class  with  my  high-schoolers. 
It’s  a  class  that  investigates  the  roots  of  violence  and  war  on  personal  as  well  as 
international  levels.  If  that  doesn’t  sound  important  to  you  this  week.  I’ve  got 
some  questions  for  you. 

When  I  heard  that  those  gunned  down  were  largely  first  graders,  I  lost  it.  I’m  a 
dad.  All  children  are  my  children.  And  while  those  with  the  nationwide  microphones 
begin  clamoring  for  answers  and  causes,  responses  and  policies,  oversimplifying  the 
problem  to  gun  control,  or  mental  illness,  I  say  we  need  to  look  with  broader  eyes  at 
our  culture. 

In  America,  we  have  the  blissful  luxury  of  pretending  we’re  somehow  different 
from  the  rest  of  the  world.  Call  it  American  exceptionalism  if  you  like,  the  notion 
that  somehow  we  don’t  have  to  follow  the  same  rules  as  everyone  else;  call  it  a  sort 
of  national  Peter  Pan  Syndrome;  or  perhaps  you  prefer  Jean  Baudrillard’s  simulacra 
—  the  idea  that  our  simulations  of  reality  have  more  meaning  than  reality  itself. 
Whatever  we  call  it,  it’s  time  we  face  some  uncomfortable  truths. 

CHILDREN  DIE.  Around  the  world,  kids  get  gunned  down  every  day.  They  get 
killed  during  drone  attacks  on  wedding  parties  in  Pakistan.  They  get  hit  by  Israeli 
airstrikes  taking  out  Palestinian  batteries  that  were  set  up 
in  schools.  They  get  forced  at  gunpoint  to  shoot  family 
members  to  make  them  child  soldiers.  It’s  brutal,  it  sucks, 
and  most  Americans,  if  they  hear  about  these  things  at 
all,  don’t  take  the  time  to  put  themselves  in  the  place  of 
those  parents,  or  get  pictures  of  the  children’s  faces  to 
make  it  real.  And  if  we  can  ignore  that  reality,  we  will. 

OUR  CULTURE  IS  OBSESSED  WITH  VIOLENCE. 
Consider  cage  matches.  Gall  of  Duty,  snuff  footage  on 
the  internet  and  a  century-long  foreign  policy  that  thinks 
it  appropriate  to  bully  other  countries  with  military 
force.  As  the  poet  Briathar  Kinesi  wrote:  “We  are  a  nation 
of  children  with  guns,  given  only  the  tool  and  driven  by  a 
foolish  fuse  to  use  it  for  a  powder-flash  of  power  that  ignores 


the  hour  of  consequence.”  People  like  this  guy  in  Newtown,  or  that  guy  in  Aurora,  or 
those  boys  at  Columbine,  or  this  kid  in  Thurston.  Feeling  powerless,  they’re  trying  to 
find  power  in  the  only  way  our  culture  appears  to  respect.  And  until  we  can  evolve  our 
cultural  definition  of  power,  we’re  stuck  in  what  Gandhi  called  the  “law  of  the  brute.” 

irs  A  MALE  THING.  It’s  not  women  who  do  these  things.  Overwhelmingly  it’s 
men  who  respond  to  conflict  with  brute  force,  who  launch  the  missiles  or  pick  up 
the  assault  rifles  and  go  for  a  shooting  spree.  I  refuse  to  believe  there’s  something 
inherently  violent  about  testosterone.  I  do  think  we’re  facing  an  epic  crisis  in 
masculinity.  If  we  cannot  figure  out,  as  men,  how  to  evolve  past  the  middle-school 
mentality  of  “meet  you  at  the  flag  pole  after  school  with  our  patriot  missiles,”  then 
putting  an  armed  security  guard  at  the  door  of  every  school  in  America  will  not 
prevent  the  next  Sandy  Hook.  The  problem  is  not  a  lack  of  adequate  defenses,  it’s  a 
lack  of  adequate  consciousness. 

I  wish  I  had  better  answers,  any  answers.  I’ve  spent  the  last  10  years  trying  to 
create  educational  models  that  reduce  violence  and  teach  kids  peaceful  ways  of  being, 
and  all  I  have  are  suggestions: 

•  Pay  attention  to  how  you  speak  to  other  people,  especially  your  kids.  Do  you  use 
your  words  to  dominate,  manipulate  or  belittle? 

•  Pay  attention  to  what  you  and  your  kids  watch  on  TV  or  play  on  their  Xboxes. 
There  are  clear  relationships  between  violent  video  games,  saturation  of  violent 
images  and  a  desensitization  to  violence  in  life.  What  entertains  us  reveals  a  lot  about 
what’s  going  on  inside  of  us. 

•  Pay  attention  to  how  we  create  culture.  About  75  percent  of  our  state  standards 
for  teaching  history  in  high  school  highlight  some  war  or  another.  Is  this  because  war 
really  is  the  dominant  force  in  history  or  because  that’s  what  we’re  taught  to  focus 
on?  Eisenhower  didn’t  coin  the  term  “military-industrial  complex”  to  be  cute. 

If  human  beings  really  are  conscious  creatures,  then  we  are  responsible  for  living 
and  developing  consciously.  That’s  why  I  work  in  education,  which  is  not  about 
teaching  stuff,  but  in  helping  kids  figure  out  how  to  ask  the  right  questions.  And 
asking  the  right  questions  invariably  requires  us  to  face  uncomfortable  truths.

He 
didn’t  so  much  worry  for  himself,  even 
though  he  lost  his  father  when  he  was  9,  then 
suffered  horrible  bullying  from  his  peers, 
being  beaten  up  and  called  a  fag  just  because 
it  was  his  father  who  died  from  AIDS.  No, 
my  son  worried  about  other  kids  first. 

After  many  other  heroic  deeds  my  son 
graduated  high  school  with  a  4.0  CPA,  went 
on  to  Glide  Job  Corps  where  he  acquired 
many  awards,  then  became  a  “hotshot” 
firefighter.  He  fought  fires  in  your  forests  to 
protect  you  and  your  resources,  but  he  also 
went  to  the  Southern  states  after  Katrina  and 
helped  there.

The  Mission 
sleeps  over  385  adult  males,  60  women 
and  34  mothers  with  kids.  Cleanliness  and 
maintaining  proper  hygiene  is  a  must  in  the 
Mission.  Our  Mission  provides  a  safe  night 
sleep  with  clean  bed  sheets,  which  many 
of  us  take  for  granted.  Eugene  Mission  is 
our  mission  and  together  we  can  make  a 
positive  change  in  our  Eugene.

Exactly  why  the  subprime  mortgage 
crisis  collapsed  housing  prices  in  2008, 
wrecked  the  economy  and  destroyed 
40  percent  of  Americans’  wealth  is  not 
completely  clear,  but  there  is  one  thing  99 
percent  of  us  can  agree  on:  It  was  bad.  And 
it  was  crooked.  The  National  Mortgage 
Settlement  (NMS)  provides  funds  to  some 


of  the  people  who  lost  their  homes  through 
foreclosure  when  the  bubble  burst,  but  they 
need  to  act  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

Millions  lost  their  homes  in  the  aftermath 
of  an  orgy  of  rip-offs  by  the  big  banks  and 
hedge  funds  hell-bent  on  building  personal 
fortunes  by  repackaging  millions  of  bad 
loans  and  selling  them  at  ridiculous  prices 
to  gullible  victims  all  over  the  world. 
Housing  prices  doubled,  the  bankers  and 
traders  got  rich  and  crashed  the  world 
economy.  Then  these  traders  and  bankers 
walked  away  laughing  at  the  suckers  who 
bought  into  their  massive  scam. 

In  contrast  to  the  trillions  of  dollars 
the  Federal  Reserve  and  the  U.S.  Treasury 
handed  the  huge  banks  since  the  2008 
collapse,  the  attorneys  general  of  49  states 
have  managed  to  wrest  a  small  clawback 
for  homebuyers’  benefit  under  the  NMS.

in  by  Jan.  18. 

If  you  got  a  NMS  letter  from  the  Oregon 
Department  of  Justice,  look  for  a  unique 
code  on  your  envelope,  which  is  needed. 
Many  eligible  ex-homeowners  may  not 
have  been  notified.  Call  (866)  430-8358  or 
go  to  nationalmortgagesettlement.com  for 
an  application.

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THREE  LANES  MAY 
BE  BETTER  THAN  FOUR 

Frequent  travelers  on  Willamette  Street  between  24th 
and  32nd  avenues  know  that  the  corridor  isn’t  Eugene’s 
finest  for  travel,  and  with  the  November  passage  of  the 
pavement  preservation  bond  measure,  there’s  funding  to 
repave  and  possibly  reconfigure  the  stretch  in  the  next 
five  years. 

Transportation  Planning  Engineer  Chris  Henry  says 
that  four-lane,  two-direction  streets  create  problems  for 
everyone  who  uses  the  street.  He  says  that  people  turn¬ 
ing  left  often  stop  in  the  left  travel  lane,  people  turning 
right  slow  in  the  right  lanes,  and  cyclists  end  up  riding 
lawfully  in  a  lane  of  traffic  or  on  the  sidewalks  with 
pedestrians. 

Henry  says  that  planners  and  community  members 
are  considering  the  option  of  having  one  lane  of  travel 
plus  a  center  turn  lane,  then  using  the  extra  lane  of  space 
for  bike  lanes,  bus  turn-outs,  widening  the  sidewalks  or 
on-street  parking.  “A  center  turn  lane  would  move  those 
turning  movements  out  of  the  travel  lane,  and  that  frees 
up  the  remaining  travel  lane  in  each  direction  to  better 
handle  the  through  movement  of  traffic,”  he  says. 

Safety  is  another  problem  reconfiguration  could  im¬ 
prove.  “What  is  a  little  unusual  for  Willamette  Street  is 
that  the  collision  rate  is  about  twice  as  high  as  the  state¬ 
wide  average  for  similar  facilities,”  Henry  says.  Some 
of  the  driveways  on  Willamette  are  redundant,  he  says, 
and  don’t  necessarily  improve  access  to  businesses  on 
the  route.  Each  driveway  is  an  intersection,  and  “every 
one  of  those  driveways  creates  its  own  set  of  conflicts 
that,  if  people  don’t  yield  the  right  of  way  appropriately, 
may  result  in  a  crash,”  he  says. 

While  some  community  members  have  expressed 
concern  about  the  reconfiguration,  worrying  that  it  will 
make  the  drive  more  hectic  rather  than  less  and  drive 
away  business,  Henry  says  that  during  focus  group 
meetings,  business  and  property  owners  were  all  sup¬ 
portive  of  a  three-lane  alternative,  though  they  debated 
what  should  be  done  with  the  remaining  space.  The  cy¬ 
cling  community  has  been  pressing  for  bike  lanes  on 
Willamette  for  years,  and  given  a  recent  PSU  study  that 
shows  bikers  spend  more  per  month  at  local  businesses 
than  drivers  do  (read  more  at  wkly.ws/leq),  business 
owners  might  be  warming  to  the  idea. 


“There’s  been  a  suggestion  by  some  that  cyclists  should 
take  alternate  routes  and  side  streets,”  Henry  says,  “but 
what  we’re  hearing  from  the  cycling  community  is  that 
they  want  to  be  able  to  travel  to  the  businesses  on  Wil¬ 
lamette  Street,  and  that  means  being  able  to  move  up  and 
down  the  street  when  they’re  there.” 

While  biking  on  sidewalks  outside  of  the  downtown 
core  is  legal,  Henry  says  it’s  still  not  a  good  idea  in  general. 
“Riding  a  bicycle  on  the  sidewalk  creates  conflicts  with 
the  pedestrians  and  creates  a  safety  problem  for  both  the 
pedestrians  and  the  cyclists,”  he  says,  “which  are  further 
compounded  by  the  70-some  driveways  along  this  eight- 
block  stretch  of  Willamette  Street  so  that  there’s  conflicts 
between  the  bicyclists  and  pedestrians  and  the  motorists 
that  are  turning  in  and  out  of  businesses  along  the  street.” 

Henry  says  the  South  Willamette  Street  Improvement 
Plan  is  still  in  its  early  phases,  and  the  next  meeting,  fo¬ 
cused  on  evaluating  the  different  alternatives,  is  6  pm  Feb. 
27  at  South  Eugene  High  School.  —  Shannon  Finnell 


GIRL  ASSAULTED

The  Wildcats  lead  the  nation  in  turnover  margin  —  they  have  taken  the 
ball  away  from  opponents  31  times,  while  only  handing  it  over  10  times. 
#  Bad  news  for  the  Wildcats:  Oregon  is  almost  as  good  at  the  turnover 
game.  The  Ducks  rank  third  in  turnover  margin  and  have  taken  the  ball  away  as  well 
as  anyone  in  the  nation.  Holding  onto  the  ball  is  a  key  to  winning  football  games,  and 
the  Ducks  look  good  if  they  do  not  let  the  Wildcats  win  big  in  the  turnover  game. 

3  The  Lache  effect.  Remember  Lache  Seastrunk?  He  arrived  in  Eugene  as 
a  celebrated  running  back  recruit  and  left  when  he  found  himself  stuck 
on  the  depth  chart  behind  Kenjon  Earner  and  De Anthony  Thomas.  He 
#  ended  up  at  Baylor  and  ran  through  the  Wildcats  defense  for  185  yards 


and  a  touchdown  when  Baylor  crushed  K-State  this  season.  If  K-State  defenders  had 
trouble  catching  Lache,  they  are  likely  to  have  problems  even  catching  a  glimpse  of 
Kenjon  and  De  Anthony.  The  K-State  defenders  are  not  fast  enough  to  keep  up  with 
Oregon’s  running  game. 

4  Been  there,  done  that.  Oregon  is  returning  to  the  stadium  where  they 
played  in  the  Fiesta  Bowl  two  years  ago.  Having  been  to  four  consecu¬ 
tive  BCS  bowls,  Oregon  is  used  to  the  hype  of  playing  in  a  BCS  bowl. 
•  K-State  has  not  been  to  a  BCS  bowl  since  2004.  K-State  will  bring  lots 
of  fans  to  the  game,  but  Oregon  will  bring  the  focus  needed  to  win  on  the  big  stage. 

Oregon’s  linebackers.  Michael  Clay,  Kiko  Alonso  and  Boseko  Lokombo 
are  underrated,  experienced,  athletic,  fast  linebackers.  K-State  quarter¬ 
back  Collin  Klein  is  a  veteran,  Heisman-finalist  quarterback  who  has  hurt 
#  teams  with  his  running.  At  6  feet  5  inches  and  225  pounds,  he  has  run 
over  defenders  for  895  yards  and  22  touchdowns.  Oregon’s  linebackers  are  big  and 
fast  enough  to  shut  down  Collin’s  running,  which  is  a  big  part  of  K-State ’s  offense. 
Oregon  rolls  to  a  42-21  victory.  —  Bern  Johnson 
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DOWNED  FENCES 
A  DANGER  TO  BEARS 


In  July,  federal  agency  Wildlife  Services  set  a  bear 
trap  at  Lane  County  Waste  Management’s  Rattlesnake 
Road  facility  without  consulting  Patti  Hansen,  man¬ 
ager  of  the  facility.  Hansen  says  that  the  bear  trap 
was  set  while  she  was  on  vacation  and  that  she  had 
the  trap  removed  before  any  bears  were  trapped  and 
killed. 

The  fences  at  the  Rattlesnake  Road  disposal  facility 
are  in  a  continuous  state  of  disrepair,  which  encourages 
bears  and  coyotes  to  climb  through  the  fence  and  forage  in 
the  waste  facility,  according  to  Brooks  Fahy  of  Predator  De¬ 
fense.  He  says  the  facility’s  managers  were  “baiting  wildlife 
and  doing  nothing  to  mitigate  it”  when  they  failed  to  pre¬ 
vent  animals  from  entering  the  premises  and  instead  set  a 
bear  trap. 

While  she  is  aware  of  the  fence  problem,  Hansen  says 
that  nightly  vandalism  prevents  the  facility  from  having  se¬ 


cure  fences.  “We  fix  them  as  soon  as  we  can,”  she  says.  “We  walk  the  perim¬ 
eter  constantly.  It’s  a  never-ending  battle.” 

Fahy  says  he  is  also  concerned  about  the  waste  facility’s  relationship  with 
Wildlife  Services,  a  federal  animal  control  agency  that  sometimes  competes 
with  local  animal  control  businesses.  Kevin  Christensen,  Wildlife  Services’ 
assistant  state  director,  says  that  the  agency  set  the  live  bear  trap  in  response 
to  a  request  from  Lane  County  Waste  Management  and  reports  of  bear  sight¬ 
ings  in  the  surrounding  area. 

“We  did  not  take  any  bears  on  site,”  Christensen  says.  “We  put  the  trap 
out,  and  we  later  determined  that  we  were  safe  to  go  in  and  remove  the  trap.” 
He  says  that  if  a  bear  had  been  caught,  he  was  unsure  whether  Wildlife  Ser¬ 
vices  would  have  relocated  or  killed  the  bear  after  capture. 

Both  Hansen  and  Christensen  say  that  bears  were  not  a  problem  at  this 
facility,  and  they  have  not  caused  problems  since  the  trap  was  removed. 

Fahy  says  that  using  non-lethal  methods  of  mitigation,  like  electric  fences, 
are  considerably  more  humane  and  cost-effective.  “It’s  easy  to  keep  bears  out 
of  places  with  electric  fences,  and  that’s  why  we  need  a  permanent  solution 
to  this  problem,”  Fahys  says.  “It  doesn’t  have  to  involve  the  destruction  of 
wildlife.  There  is  just  no  excuse  for  this.”  — Amy  Schneider

We  hear  the  Eugene  Airport  is  super  busy  over 
the  holidays  with  more  than  1,800  people  departing 
the  day  after  Christmas,  up  about  17  percent  over 
last  year.  Cathryn  Stephens,  deputy  airport  director, 
predicts  Dec.  27  and  30  will  also  be  big  days  for 
arrivals  and  departures.

dragged.  Parish  says  that,  after  immediate  reconstructive 
facial  surgery,  his  sister  is  healing,  but  her  jaw  remains 
wired  shut. 

Sergeant  John  Umenhofer  of  the  Springfield  Police  De¬ 
partment  says,  “We’re  still  investigating,  but  at  this  point 
we  still  don’t  have  a  lot  of  information  about  what  hap¬ 
pened  or  where  it  occurred”  because  the  victim  was  unable 
to  provide  information.  “If  anyone  has  any  information  we 
urge  them  to  call  us,”  he  says. 

Parish  says  that  other  kids  have  come  forward  to  re¬ 
port  being  attacked  in  the  area,  but  his  family  is  having  a 
hard  time  getting  the  information  out.  “People  need  to  be 
warned  that  these  people  are  still  on  the  streets,”  he  says. 
“There’s  no  public  threat’  is  what  people  have  been  told,” 
he  says.  “I  don’t  know  what  justifies  a  public  threat.” 

Parish  set  up  a  Pacebook  page,  “Justice4Love,”  to  get 
the  word  out  in  hopes  of  catching  the  assailant  (wkly. 
ws/lep).  Warning:  there  are  graphic  photos  of  the  girl’s  in¬ 
juries.  He  also  created  a  SELCO  account  called  “The  Love 
Pund,”  where  people  can  donate  to  her  significant  hospital 
bills  for  her  emergency  reconstructive  surgery.  “They’re 
going  to  be  staggering,”  he  says.  —  Shannon  Finnell 

FOREST  PUNS 
MADE  IN  SECRET? 

Private  citizens,  members  of  Cottage  Grove’s  Porest 
Web  and  former  Lane  County  commissioner  Jerry  Rust  are 
concerned  the  decisions  about  Oregon’s  public  forests,  and 
specifically  the  O&C  forests  that  have  been  used  to  gener¬ 
ate  cash  for  counties,  are  being  made  in  secret.  Rust  and 
Cristina  Hubbard  of  Porest  Web  held  a  press  conference 
and  delivered  letters  to  Gov.  Kitzhaber’s  office  on  Dec.  18 
asking  him  to  open  his  O&C  “timber  panel”  up  for  citizen 
participation. 

Tim  Raphael,  a  spokesperson  with  the  governor’s  of¬ 
fice,  says  he  has  not  yet  seen  the  letters  in  the  office.  He 
adds,  “The  governor  is  pleased  with  the  substantive  discus¬ 
sion  underway  and  has  approved  extending  the  meetings 
into  January.” 

O&C  counties  were  in  the  past  funded  by  logging  on 
federal  Bureau  of  Land  Management  O&C  forests  and  lat¬ 
er  as  logging  slowed,  by  Secure  Rural  Schools  payments. 
Those  payments  have  dried  up,  and  the  O&C  counties,  in¬ 
cluding  Lane,  are  looking  for  funding. 

The  panel  is  made  up  of  county  commissioners,  forest 
industry  representatives  and  conservation  groups.  Conser¬ 
vation  group  Oregon  Wild,  a  vociferous  opponent  of  the 
DePazio-Schrader- Walden  forest  trust  plan  that  would  di¬ 
vide  the  forest  between  logging  and  conservation,  was  not 
invited  to  be  on  the  panel. 

Hubbard  says  she  and  Rust  wanted  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  timber  panel  is  not  open  to  public  comment 
and  that  there  have  been  “no  public  comments  or  hearings 
since  DePazio  first  introduced  the  bill.” 

An  Oregon  reporter  for  the  conservative  think-tank 
funded  Watchdog.org,  who  attended  Rust  and  Hubbard’s 
press  conference  in  Salem,  was  reporting  that  Sen.  Ron 
Wyden  would  introduce  a  Senate  version  of  the  O&C  trust 
bill,  but  Wyden  spokesperson  Tom  Towslee  says  the  story 
was  inaccurate,  and  Wyden’s  office  doesn’t  know  what 
the  results  of  the  committee’s  discussions  will  be.  He  says 
Wyden  “will  obviously  look  very  closely  with  what  they 
come  up  with.” 


Hubbard  says  Porest  Web  is  concerned  about  the  tim¬ 
ber  trust  and  forest  plan  because  Cottage  Grove,  where  the 
group  is  based,  is  surrounded  by  BLM  lands  with  private 
properties  checkerboarded  among  O&C  lands.  She  says  if 
the  O&C  lands  are  managed  like  private  industrial  timber- 
lands,  then  clear-cuts  and  pesticide  sprays  could  take  place 
next  to  Cottage  Grove  residences  and  farms.  She  also  says 
the  plan  exempts  the  logging  portion  —  which,  Hubbard 
says,  “is  starting  to  look  more  like  70  percent”  of  the  O&C 
forests  —  from  federal  environmental  laws  and  “that’s  re¬ 
ally  critical.” 

The  concerns  regarding  decisions  about  logging  public 
forests  being  made  in  secrecy  are  at  the  county  level  as  well, 
activists  say.  Lane  County  resident  Mora  Dewey  attempted 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  O&C  Counties 
(AOCC)  that  was  held  in  Eugene  in  early  December.  Dewey 
says  she  has  been  working  to  make  the  AOCC  meetings 
public  since  2009,  because  though  the  membership  of  the 
AOCC  is  elected  public  officials,  the  group  itself  is  private. 
Commissioner  Paye  Stewart,  who  was  at  the  AOCC  meet¬ 
ing,  confirms  that  it  is  a  “private  volunteer  organization”  and 
that  Lane  County  has  paid  dues  for  2012-2013. 

In  previous  budget  cycles.  Lane  County  paid  $37,000  in 
dues  for  its  AOCC  membership.  The  County  Commission 
voted  3-2,  with  Rob  Handy  and  Pete  Sorenson  voting  no, 
to  sign  a  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  AOCC  in 
August  to  allow  the  group  to  represent  Lane  County  during 
the  BLM’s  forest  planning. 

Dewey  attended  part  of  the  AOCC  meeting  but  was 
asked  to  leave  for  a  “private”  discussion.  She  says  she 
questions  how  a  private  group  made  up  of  public  offi¬ 
cials  can  make  decisions  affecting  public  lands  in  secret.

POLLUTION  UPDATE 

Nine  more  local  facilities’  industrial  stormwater  pollu¬ 
tion  control  plans  are  up  for  public  comment  this  week. 
These  plans  are  for  facilities  that  have  applied  for  Clean 
Water  Act  permit  coverage  under  the  new  industrial  storm¬ 
water  permit  issued  by  Oregon  Department  of  Environ¬ 
mental  Quality  (DEQ),  and  that  took  effect  July  1.  Com¬ 
ments  are  due  by  5  pm  on  Jan.  3.  The  facilities  (all  located 
in  Eugene)  are:  Pierce  Fittings,  Precision  Machine  & 
Mfg,  Rear’s  Mfg,  Peterson  Pacific  Corp,  Quality  Metal 
Finishing,  Pennington  Crossarm  Co,  Pacific  Recycling, 
Parker-Hannifin  Corp,  and  Real  Wood  Products.  Visit 
wkly.ws/leS  to  see  stormwater  plans,  and  wkly.ws/lel  to 
comment. 

During  the  past  year’s  reporting  period,  which  ended 
July  1,  Pacific  Recycling’s  discharges  exceeded  permit 
benchmarks  for  suspended  solids,  copper,  lead  and  zinc, 
including  a  copper  discharge  of  over  seven  times  the 
benchmark  in  their  current  permit.  That  copper  discharge 
exceeded  the  benchmark  in  the  new  permit  (the  permit  for 
which  they’re  applying  for  coverage)  by  37  times.  The 
worst  results  are  from  Dec.  28,  2011. 

DEQ  sent  Norpac  Foods,  Inc.  a  pre-enforcement 
notice  on  Dec.  13  for  illegally  allowing  food  process¬ 
ing  wastewater  to  discharge  to  waters  of  the  state  at  its 
Stayton  food  processing  plant  on  Nov.  14.  The  wastewa¬ 
ter  discharged  to  a  roadside  ditch  that  flowed  to  the  San- 
tiam  River.  In  referring  the  violation  to  DEQ’s  Office  of 
Compliance  and  Enforcement  for  formal  enforcement. 
Senior  Water  Quality  Specialist  Robert  Dicksa  noted 
that  Norpac ’s  violation  might  have  caused  significant  en¬ 
vironmental  harm.  Norpac ’s  permit  expired  in  April  of 
2000,  and  has  been  administratively  extended  by  DEQ. 
Norpac  owns  the  Santiam  and  Flav-R-Pac  brands.

•  Is  Oregon  ready  for  a  sales  tax  after  nine  failed  attempts,  none  even  close  to 
passing?  Some  veteran  Democratic  lawmakers  think  voters  are  fed  up  with 
underfunded  schools,  social  services  and  public  safety,  and  they  are  planning  a 
referendum  on  tax  reform,  probably  in  2014,  that  would  include  a  5  percent  sales  tax 
on  everything  but  groceries,  utilities  and  prescription  drugs.  Oregon  has  a  huge 
underground  economy  that  goes  untaxed.  We  like  the  idea  of  drug  dealers  paying 
taxes  when  they  buy  their  giant  SUVs,  arsenals  and  cabin  cruisers.  And  our  millions 
of  out-of-state  tourists  benefit  from  our  services  with  little  taxation.  But  sales  taxes, 
no  matter  how  they  are  written,  always  have  the  biggest  impact  on  low-income  folks 
who  can’t  even  afford  toilet  paper  and  toothpaste.  We  certainly  need  tax  reform,  but 
let’s  start  with  eliminatingthe  dozens,  if  not  hundreds,  of  exceptions  and  rebates  that 
business  and  industry  have  managed  to  shove  down  our  collective  throats  over  the 
last  few  decades.  One  example  is  a  tax  break  for  installing  pollution-reducing 
equipment  that  is  already  required  by  law.  Huh?  Where’s  the  incentive?

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WHY  GLOBAL  WARMING  MITIGATION  WILL  FAIL 

Unless  we  create  a  new,  smaller,  low-energy,  humane  society 


Greenhouse  gas  emissions  are  still  increasing: 
Yearly  increases  were  2.7  percent  in  the  1990s, 
3.5  percent  between  2000  and  2007,  and  5.6 
percent  between  2009  and  2010.  But  nothing 
effective  is  being  done  to  reduce  them.  There  are 
multiple  reasons  for  that: 

Apathy/hypocrisy.  Americans,  by  about  3-1,  say  they 
are  concerned  about  warming,  but  citizens  are  not  vocal  in 
support  of  mitigation:  No  one  is  marching  in  the  streets  or 
burying  politicians  in  letters  of  protest  over  global 
warming.  Opinions  expressed  in  polling  are  easy  to  offer, 
but  opinions  do  not  mitigate  emissions.  Eugene,  where  I 
live,  has  a  “Climate  and  Energy  Action  Plan”  calling  for 
deep  reductions  in  emissions  in  the  city  by  2020,  but  the 
city  does  not  intend  to  implement  it  among  the  citizenry. 
The  “Plan”  is  just  green-washing  for  City  Council 
politicians  —  apathy  in  action! 

Delayed  consequences.  Warming  is  a  current 
phenomenon,  but  most  of  the  damage  is  in  the  future,  like 
a  time-delayed  bomb  —  we  emit  now  and  suffer  the 
consequences  later.  But  because  it  is  a  future  event,  neither 
citizens  nor  politicians  feel  any  urgency.  Politicians  say 
they  want  action,  but  “not  during  my  term  in  office.”  But 
mitigation  must  start  now  —  we  cannot  wait  for  dramatic 
events,  as  by  then  it  is  too  late.  Remember:  On  any  human 
time  scale,  warming  is  irreversible. 

Amenities.  We  ignore  our  pollution  because  we  love 
our  amenities  —  our  two  cars,  boats,  motorcycles,  leaf 
blowers,  heated/cooled  houses,  stylish  clothing,  ubiquitous 
entertainment/communication,  tourist  travel,  travel  by  air 
(the  greatest  travel  emissions),  driving  the  kid  to  school, 
and  so  on  —  wretched  excess!  Subtract  fossil  fuels  (which 
are  about  87  percent  of  our  energy  supply)  from  those 
comforts,  and  virtually  all  of  them  disappear  or  are  much 
more  difficult  and  expensive  to  enjoy:  no  wonder  we  cling 
to  the  myth  of  infinite  resources!  Comfort  and  pleasure 
seduce  reason;  reason  submits. 

Growth!  The  sanctity  of  growth  in  the  economy  and  in 
population  is  the  real  American  religion.  What  all  cities/ 
communities  want  is  more  economic  and  population 
growth.  In  the  19th  and  20th  centuries,  economic  and 
population  growth  were  enabled  by  oil,  coal  and  (later) 
gas,  which  all  became  critically  important  to  our  economy. 
But  growth  is  now  impossible  without  cheap  and  abundant 
fossil  fuels,  and  they  are  finite  and  becoming  prohibitively 
expensive  —  causing  recessions.  We  still  believe  in 
unlimited  growth  and  resource  abundance  —  geology  and 
physics  be  damned! 

Energy  cornucopia!  First,  contrary  to  news  reports, 
the  U.S.  will  never  become  energy  independent  in  fossil 
fuels,  nor  will  we  out-produce  Saudi  Arabia.  Those  absurd 
ideas  depend  on  two  claims  (per  the  International  Energy 
Agency’s  World  Energy  Oudook  2012). 

First  claim:  We  will  have  greatly  increased  production 
from  fracked  oil  and  gas  wells.  But  depletion  rates  for 
hydraulically  fractured  (fracked)  wells  in  shale  are  high 
(oil:  40  percent/year  on  year;  gas:  75  percent  year  on  year). 
Drilling  is  financed  by  Wall  Street,  and  drillers  are  not 
disclosing  depletion  rates,  as  that  would  make  financing 
difficult. 

Second  claim:  new  Corporate  Average  Fuel  Economy 
(CAFE)  standards  require  much  higher  mileage  — 
increased  efficiency  —  and  weTl  need  less  gas.  But,  note 
that  Jevons  Paradox  indicates  that  if  increased  efficiencies 
keep  resource  costs  down,  the  result  is  more  resource 
consumed,  contrary  to  our  goal. 

The  CAFE  standards  would  simply  disappear  with  the 
election  of  a  Republican  president. 

The  “booms”  in  oil  and  gas  are  mostly  just  Wall  Street 
bubbles  like  the  real  estate  and  internet  bubbles  of  recent 
years.  Conventional  (cheap)  fossil  fuels  are  declining 


resources,  and  fracked,  deep  water,  oil  sands  and  arctic 
sources  are  prohibitively  expensive.  But  no  matter  —  the 
press  is  still  full  of  empty  chatter  about  the  U.S.  out¬ 
producing  Saudi  Arabia  and  being  energy  independent. 

Individualism.  Individualism  adherents  dislike 
cooperative  processes,  preferring  go-it-alone  methods.  A 
carbon  fee  (as  an  example)  may  be  accepted  by  some  such 
folks  (because  it  is  a  market-based  approach  —  you  only 
pay  it  if  you  use  carbon)  but  to  others  it  may  seem  a 
mandate.  With  a  carbon  fee,  individualists  who  didn’t  pay 
would  not  be  able  to  use  carbon-based  fuels,  and  they  seem 
likely  to  resist  anything  that  restricts  driving  —  an 
essential  American  “right.”  Mitigation  itself  is  a  globally 
cooperative  effort,  and  such  cooperative  projects  might 
feel  to  individualists  like  unacceptable  liberalism/ 
collectivism,  and  hence  resisted.  Many  in  the  U.S. 
demonize  any  multi-nation  cooperation. 


Anti-scientism.  Many  in  America  have  not  moved 
beyond  medieval  science.  Most  Americans  accept  using 
the  fruits  of  modern  science  (cars,  airplanes,  modern 
medicine,  imaging  tools  such  as  MRI,  exotic  drugs,  the 
internet,  remote  sensing,  etc.),  but  that  does  not  imply  an 
understanding  or  acceptance  of  scientific  discipline, 
processes  or  of  scientists.  Rationality  does  not  often  apply 
in  scientific  issues  with  political  overtones,  or  with 
personal  preferences,  and  hence  global  warming,  the  end 
of  cheap  oil,  and  other  issues  are  falsely  labeled  as 
scientific  frauds  by  opponents  of  science. 

American  exceptionalism.  We  imagine  we  are 
different  from  others,  an  exception  to  many  of  the  rules 
that  govern  other  people  and  other  nations.  Some  of  that 
exceptionalism  is  a  repudiation  of  European  social/political 
customs,  from  which  some  colonial  settlers  fled.  Some  of 
it  is  home-grown,  as  exemplified  by  the  American  Dream 
myth.  Some  of  it  stems  from  the  hugeness  of  our  economy 
—  and  of  our  military.  But  in  all  cases  what  many 
Americans  accept  is  that  we  are  not  subject  to  the  same 
rules  as  other  nations,  and  that  is  reflected  in  our  reluctance 
to  participate  equally  (or  at  all)  in  international  treaties  and 


other  agreements  —  such  as  those  related  to  land  mines, 
cluster  bombs  and  (even  more  destructive)  C02  emissions. 

Globalism.  It  is  nearly  universally  believed  that  the 
solution  to  the  problem  of  warming  lies  in  global  treaties 
involving  all  nations  and  dealing  with  emissions  reductions 
and  related  equity/financial  issues.  Warming  cannot  be 
mitigated  nation-by-nation,  as  cheating  would  be  rampant, 
with  efforts  to  gain  advantage  at  other  nations’  expense. 
But  international  negotiations  to  agree  to  a  treaty  to  reduce 
emissions  have  so  far  proved  useless,  as  the  process  is  long 
on  rhetoric  and  intention,  and  bereft  of  action.  For 
example,  if  we  wish  to  avoid  a  climate  warmed  by  4 
degrees  C,  many  if  not  most  scientists  feel  that  emissions 
reductions  must  begin  now.  The  new  agreement  in  Doha  is 
to  have  a  new  treaty  by  2015  to  start  reducing  emissions  in 
2020  —  8  years  from  now.  The  process  seems  a  farce, 
completely  disconnected  from  the  science  that  ought  to 
inform  it,  and  it  fails  to  reflect  the  incredible  urgency  of 
the  issue.  It’s  now  25  years  since  James  Hansen  warned 
Congress,  and  we  have  done  nothing.  Nothing. 

Monitoring  and  assuring  compliance.  Samuel  Hays, 
the  environmental  historian,  famously  wrote  that  passing  a 
law  is  just  half  of  the  process  —  implementing  and 
enforcing  the  law  is  the  other  half.  That  will  be  true  for  any 
emissions  treaty  ever  adopted.  How  do  you  closely 
monitor  emissions  of  a  gas  which  quickly  diffuses  globally 
in  the  atmosphere?  How  do  you  closely  monitor  all 
production  and  use  of  fossil  fuels?  How  do  you  monitor 
and  control  land  use  change  (deforestation)  before  the 
deed  is  done?  Etc. 

Greed.  Fossil  fuel  producers  must  be  delighted  by  the 
current  state  of  the  market.  The  production  of  fossil  fuels 
(coal,  oil  and  natural  gas)  is  at  historic  high  levels,  and 
much  of  the  resource  now  being  sold  was  developed  at  a 
time  when  developing  wells  and  mines  was  much  cheaper 
than  today.  But  the  price  of  crude  oil  is  three  times  higher 
today  than  it  was  just  13  years  ago,  and  the  price  of  coal  is 
increasing.  That  leaves  lots  of  “room”  for  incredible 
profits.  Demand  is  outstripping  supply:  prices,  over  time, 
will  continue  to  rise.  No  wonder  the  fossil  fuel  industry 
lavishly  funds  global  warming  deniers  and  skeptics  —  the 
“lavish”  funding  is  chump  change  in  view  of  current 
profits.  At  the  same  moment  as  they  fund  deniers  and 
skeptics,  oil  companies  now  claim  to  support  global 
warming  science  (see  their  websites),  but  minimize  the 
risks  of  high  levels  of  cumulative  emissions.  Hypocrisy 
reigns!  Greed  permeates  political  life  as  well:  Worldwide, 
governments’  subsidies  to  fossil  fuel  producers  now  total 
$100  billion  a  year,  and  subsidies  to  consumers  are  $675 
billion.  The  subsidies  are  like  crack  cocaine  —  the 
addiction  is  extremely  difficult  to  treat. 

Carbon  fees.  Carbon  fees  on  fossil  fuel  extraction, 
rebated  to  taxpayers,  are  the  only  effective  means  to 
reduce  fossil  fuel  use,  as  they  will  make  renewables  cost 
effective.  Will  Iraq,  Iran,  Saudi  Arabia  and  other  oil-rich 
countries  ever  agree  to  a  carbon  fee,  which  would,  if 
effective,  price  petroleum  out  of  the  energy  market? 

Tribalism.  Recent  research  shows  that,  almost 
regardless  of  education,  scientific  literacy  and  numeracy, 
folks  adopt  beliefs  like  those  they  think  of  as  their  peers. 
The  tribe  rules. 

Inertia.  We  have  conceptual,  emotional,  financial  and 
infrastructure  investments  in  fossil  fuel  technology  that  we 
don’t  want  to  give  up. 

We  must  wise  up  and  rise  up,  take  to  the  streets  in 
protest,  and  create  a  new,  smaller,  low-energy,  humane 
society.

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If  it  looks  like  a  duck,  walks  like  a  duck,  quacks 
like  a  duck,  then  it’s  a  duck.  Or  a  wigeon,  which 
is  also  a  duck.  Ducks  are  everywhere  in  Eugene, 
but  they  are  so  much  part  of  our  Oregon  landscape 
that  we  often  walk  right  by  them  with  barely  a 
second  glance.  But  because,  through  a  quirk  of 
history,  the  University  of  Oregon’s  sports  teams 
compete  on  the  national  stage  as  waterfowl,  and  through  a 
quirk  of  Nike  the  UO  has  tried  to  make  these  spatulate- 
beaked  waddling  avians  into  muscled  fighting  machines, 
EW  would  like  to  call  attention  to  some  of  the  wonders  of 
Anatidae  Anseriformes:  the  ducks. 

According  to  Kevin  Roth,  a  wildlife  biologist  at  Fern 
Ridge  Wildlife  Area,  about  20,000  to  30,000  ducks  pass  by 
Eugene  along  the  Pacific  Flyway  each  year,  and  many 
Lane  County  residents  get  up  in  the  dark  hours  of  dawn  in 
hopes  of  bagging  one  of  these  ducks  that  may  migrate 
along  the  flyway  for  1,000  miles  to  land  in  the  Beaver 
State:  wood  ducks,  mallards  (the  most  common  one  you’ll 
see,  Roth  says),  American  wigeons  and  northern  pintails  to 
name  a  few.  According  to  Oregon  State’s  Bruce  Dugger,  an 
associate  professor  of  wildlife,  ducks  are  popular  as 
domestic  birds;  as  wild  animals  they  bring  a  number  of 
ecological  benefits,  and  across  the  world  many  are 
endangered.  Dugger  wonders  what  would  happen  if  the 
UO  put  its  mascot  money  where  its  mouth  is  and  started  an 
effort  to  save  the  ducks.  And  as  football  season  draws  to  an 
end  with  the  Ducks  playing  in  the  Fiesta  Bowl,  duck¬ 
mating  season  is  on  the  way  and  that  opens  up  a  whole 
other  can  of  worms  about  the  wild  world  of  ducks. 

DUCK,  DUCK,  WEBFOOT,  GOOSE 

Dave  Holderread  of  Holderread  Waterfowl  Farm  and 
Preservation  Center,  located  in  the  Cascade  foothills 
outside  Corvallis,  wrote  the  book  on  ducks.  Literally.  His 
Storey’s  Guide  to  Raising  Ducks  has  been  in  print  in  one 
incarnation  or  another  since  1978.  Holderread,  who  has 
been  raising  ducks  since  he  was  in  elementary  school,  says 
interest  in  farming  ducks  has  increased  in  the  past  10  to  15 
years.  The  city  of  Eugene  has  recently  begun  discussing 
increasing  the  numbers  of  ducks,  chickens  and  other 
backyard  farm  animals  it  allows  in  response  to  the 
increased  demand  for  local  food  production. 

Holderread  has  about  50  breeds  of  ducks  and  other 
waterfowl  on  his  farm  and  says,  “Ducks  are  much  more 
versatile  than  chickens  —  and  I  have  nothing  against 
chickens.”  He  says  ducks  are  more  resistant  to  parasites 
and  diseases  and  “they  are  a  bird  that  are  perfectly  happy 
in  a  totally  wet  environment,  which  chickens  abhor.  Ducks 
are  out  there  like,  ‘Isn’t  this  cool?”’ 

Holderread  adds,  “It  just  kind  of  makes  me  chuckle  the 
way  people  struggle  with  chickens.  There’s  a  bird  made  for 
this  climate,  and  it’s  not  chickens.” 

Ducks  share  the  same  bird  family  (Anatidae)  as  geese 
and  swans.  There  are  no  invasive  ducks  in  Oregon, 
according  to  Dugger,  though  there  is  at  least  one  invasive 
swan  —  the  mute  swan  —  listed  by  the  Oregon  Department 
of  Fish  and  Wildlife  (ODFW). 

Holderread  writes  in  his  book  that  there  are  two  distinct 
species  of  duck  that  are  commonly  domestically  raised  — 
mallards  and  muscovy  ducks.  Muscovy s  are  slightly  less 
water  repellant  and  most  domestic  muscovys  can  still  fly. 
Muscovy s  also  have  “talon-like  toenails,”  Holderread 
writes,  enabling  them  to  perch  in  trees.  Mallard  wing  sizes 
do  not  increase  when  the  domestic  birds  are  bred  to  be 
larger  and  so  most  domestic  mallards  can’t  fly.  Ironically 
the  UO  mascot,  derived  from  Disney’s  Donald  Duck  is  the 
pekin  duck,  “bred  to  sleep,  eat  and  grow  really  fast,”  and 
are  so  big  they  don’t  get  around  really  well,  Holderread 
says.  Pekins,  the  typical  white  duck  you  see  portrayed  in 
pop  culture,  were  bred  in  China  from  mallards. 

GoDucks.com  features  an  explanation  of  how  the  UO 
came  to  be  the  Ducks,  saying  that  the  students  originally 
called  themselves  Webfooters  after  some  patriotic  New 
Englanders  who  made  their  way  west  and  because  the  state 
of  Oregon  used  to  be  called  the  Webfoot  State  before 
switching  to  the  Beaver  State  in  1909.  But  according  to  a 
1952  article  in  Western  Folklore  called  “The  Constant 
Webfoot,”  that’s  not  quite  right.  The  Webfoot  moniker  was 
originally  a  derogatory  nickname  Californians  gave  gold 
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miners  from  Oregon  that  was  later  taken  on  as  a  point  of 
pride.  The  author,  Hazel  Mills,  writes  that  rather  than  an 
official  state  nickname,  the  Oregon  Development  League 
and  Oregon  Press  Association  “jointly  condemned  the  use 
of  ‘Webfoot’  as  descriptive  of  the  state”  in  1906. 

UO  students  had  a  publication  called  “Webfoot”  in 
1901,  a  name  they  later  dropped  —  perhaps  due  to  the  anti- 
Webfoot  backlash  —  but  by  1926  the  Emerald  was  calling 
the  football  and  basketball  teams  the  Webfooters.  This 
lasted  until  1932,  Mills  writes,  when  the  students  voted  to 
use  the  less  grammatical  Webfoots.  At  some  point  in  the 
1950s,  accounts  vary,  Webfoots  was  changed  and  shortened 
to  Ducks;  The  Oregonian’s  headline  writers  are  often 
blamed.  Thanks  to  a  handshake  deal  with  Walt  Disney 
—  the  proof  is  in  a  photo  of  him  wearing  a  Donald  Duck 
Oregon  jacket  hanging  out  with  Puddles  —  the  UO  mascot 
became  a  fat,  white  Donald-type  duck. 

In  2002  Nike  apparently  thought  it  would  be  a  good 
idea  to  make  the  UO  Duck  a  little  less  fat  and  slow,  and 
“Mandrake,”  a  black-clad  muscled  duck  creature  who 
sported  the  Nike  “O”  and  whose  costume  matched  the 
futuristic  football  uniforms,  was  introduced.  The  tougher 
duck  mascot  didn’t  last  a  year  and  it’s  porky  Puddles  that’s 
gotten  more  than  six  million  YouTube  hits  for  his  “Gangnam 
Style”  parody.  Despite  the  Oregon  team’s  roboduck-like 
appearance,  it  seems  that  pekin-duck  Puddles,  bred  for 
meat  and  eggs,  not  for  speed,  will  be  their  man  for  the  time 
being.  The  Disney  agreement  was  made  official  in  1978 
and  the  Duck  was  freed  of  its  tie  to  the  Disney  trademark 
in  2010,  only  three  years  after  infamously  tea-bagging  the 
Houston  Cougars’  mascot. 

A  RARE  BREED 

Holderread  has  been  raising  heritage  ducks  since  before 
anyone  was  calling  them  heritage  ducks.  Heritage  breeds 
are  traditional  livestock  breeds  that  have  become  in  danger 
of  disappearing  as  large  agricultural  operations  concentrate 
on  animals  that  have  high  output  in  a  controlled 
environment.  Holderread  and  his  wife,  Millie,  moved  to 
Oregon  in  the  1970s  and  began  to  breed  ducks  that  had 
become  difficult  to  find  as  farming  moved  from  “extensive 
farming,”  where  the  livestock  foraged  for  much  of  their 
feed,  to  intensive  more  factory-farm  type  situations.  “It 
was  a  struggle  because  there  wasn’t  much  interest  in  them, 
but  we  made  a  go  of  it,”  Holderread  remembers  of  his  start 
in  saving  dying-out  duck  breeds. 

When  choosing  a  duck,  he  says,  “I  tell  people  to 
choose  whatever  looks  attractive  to  you  in  the  realm  of 
breeds  that  are  recommended  for  what  your  main  purpose 
is.”  He  adds,  “Color-wise,  I  can  never  predict  what 
people  will  like  —  they  are  like  jewels.”  Ducks  are  raised 
mainly  for  their  meat  and  their  eggs,  though  their  down 
is  also  prized. 

Holderread  says  people  often  think  ducks  have  stronger- 
tasting  eggs,  but  he  says  that  depends  on  what  the  birds  eat. 
Foragers,  ducks  will  eat  plants  and  seeds,  but  Holderread 
says  ducks  will  also  eat  slugs  and  snails,  small  fish  and 
minnows  and  those  “impart  a  distinct  flavor.”  Fed  a  similar 
diet  to  chickens,  the  duck  eggs  will  not  taste  any  different. 
But,  he  says,  duck  eggs  are  “nutritionally  higher  in 
everything  than  chicken  eggs.” 

Last  year  there  was  a  flurry  of  press  about  people 
raising  the  ancona  duck,  a  heritage  breed  that  was  about  to 
disappear  when  Holderread  and  Millie  got  hold  of  a 
breeding  pair  30  years  ago  and  introduced  the  breed  to  the 
U.S.  The  American  Livestock  Breeds  Conservancy  still 
lists  anconas  as  “critical”  on  its  conservation  priority  list, 
but  Holderread  says  their  current  popularity  and  increase  in 
numbers  led  him  to  sell  his  flock  to  other  breeders  and 
concentrate  on  other  waterfowl  with  lower  numbers. 
Holderread  says  that  from  saxony  ducks  to  silver  appleyard, 
“basically  everything  we  have  at  this  point  we  still  consider 
rare  enough  for  there  to  be  some  concern  over.” 

Anconas  are  spotted,  no  two  ducks  alike,  and  they  were 
popularized  by  Carol  Deppe’s  book  The  Resilient  Gardener: 
Food  Production  and  Self-Reliance  in  Uncertain  Times. 
Deppe,  also  of  the  Corvallis  area,  raises  anconas  she  got 
from  the  Holderreads  and  extols  their  virtues  in  her  book. 

Deppe,  a  biologist,  likes  anconas  in  part  because  she  has 
observed  these  ducks  to  be  “socially  matriarchal,”  and

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Holderread  says,  “I  don’t  know  if  it’s  because  I  am  a  male 
or  what,  but  that  is  not  something  I  would  have  thought  of.” 

Given  that  ducks  in  the  last  couple  years  have  been 
making  headlines  for  their  penis  size  and  for  “forced 
copulation”  (rape  was  found  to  be  a  bit  too  loaded  a  term 
when  you’re  talking  about  ducks),  a  breed  of  ducks  where 
the  female  duck  is  in  charge  sounds  pretty  good  for 
backyard  duck  farming.  Male  or  female,  ducks  are  all 
called  ducks,  but  when  you  are  specifically  referring  to  a 
male  duck,  it’s  a  drake. 

F*CK  A  DUCK 

There  are  a  lot  of  fun  factotums  about  ducks,  OSU 
waterfowl  prof  Dugger  says.  There  are  25  species  of  duck 
that  appear  regularly  in  Oregon  (the  diversity  is  highest  at 
migration)  where  they  help  disperse  seeds  in  wetlands  — 
bulrush,  millet,  sedges  and  grasses.  There  aren’t  invasive 
ducks  here  that  drive  out  other  fowl,  but  mallards  released 
elsewhere  in  large  numbers  have  caused  problems.  He  says 
that  mallards,  released  in  the  tens  of  thousands,  may  have 
contributed  to  the  decline  of  the  American  black  duck. 

If  you  want  to  see  wild  ducks  (or  hunt  them).  Fern 
Ridge  Wildlife  Area  is  a  seasonal  home  to  ducks  that  fly 
thousands  of  miles  on  their  migrations,  ODFW’s  Roth 
says,  and  corn  and  other  types  of  grains  are  grown  for  the 
waterfowl  out  at  the  reservoir.  When  hunting  season  closes 
and  breeding  season  begins  the  area  becomes  more  of  a 
sanctuary.  And  judging  from  recent  studies  on  duck  mating 
habits,  a  little  sanctuary  might  be  sorely  needed. 

Dugger  says  most  birds  don’t  have  penises,  but  ducks 
do.  And  not  only  do  they  have  penises,  those  penises  are 
sometimes  as  long  as  the  duck  itself.  And  corkscrew 
shaped. 

“Why  on  God’s  Earth  would  you  have  a  corkscrew¬ 
shaped  penis?”  Dugger  asks.  He  says  out  of  the  scientific 
context,  the  penis-measuring  work  might  seem  a  little 
pervy,  but  it’s  actually  pretty  cool.  He  says  the  theory  is 
that  female  ducks  evolved  corkscrew-shaped  vaginas  in 
order  to  avoid  unwanted  advances  from  males. 

“Most  people  in  a  park  have  probably  seen  forced 
copulation,”  Dugger  says.  Or  if  you  see  three  ducks  flying 
by  erratically  and  “it  looks  like  they’re  drunk”  and  you 
looked  at  them  through  binoculars  it  would  be  two  males 
and  female:  “Her  and  her  mate  and  this  other  guy  trying  to 
cause  problems.” 

“We  used  to  say  ducks  are  monogamous,”  Dugger  says, 
“and  by  and  large  that’s  right,”  but  female  ducks  can  lay  a 
clutch  of  eggs  that  were  fertilized  by  more  than  one  male. 
Not  only  that  but  Dugger  says  some  ducks  don’t  lay  all 
their  eggs  in  one  basket  —  they  will  deposit  eggs  in  other 
duck  nests  to  be  raised  by  other  mothers.  He  says  this 
could  be  due  to  the  mother  not  being  in  good  enough 
physical  condition  to  hatch  her  eggs,  or  because  she  is  in 
such  good  shape  she  lays  too  many  eggs  to  hatch  by 
herself. 

A  Yale  professor  named  Patricia  Brennan  and  Kevin 
McCracken  of  the  University  of  Alaska  have  done  a  lot  of 
the  duck  sex  research,  Dugger  says.  Brennan  used  high¬ 


speed  video  to  capture  the  “explosive  eversion”  of  the 
corkscrew  muscovy  duck  penises.  The  ducks  keep  their 
penises  tucked  away,  “nothing  hanging  down,”  Dugger 
says,  and  then  forced  eversion  means  it  “essentially 
explodes,  and  takes  less  than  one  second  to  go  from  zero  to 
6  inches.” 

Brennan  got  the  ducks  to  explode  those  penises  into 
mineral-oil-lubricated  glass  tubes  where  she  discovered 
that  “duck  vaginal  complexity  functions  to  exclude  the 
penis  during  forced  copulations,  and  coevolved  with  the 
waterfowl  penis  via  antagonistic  sexual  conflict.” 

Or  in  other  words,  female  ducks  have  complex  vaginas 
—  complete  with  dead  ends  —  in  order  to  keep  unwanted 
males  from  having  sex  with  them  and  making  ducklings. 
The  corkscrew  penises  also  have  “keratinized  ridges  and 
spines”  on  them  to  help  the  drakes  hold  on.  Receptive 
female  ducks  contract  and  release  their  oviduct  walls  in  the 
same  way  as  they  would  if  they  were  laying  an  egg,  which 
Brennan  speculates  helps  the  “preferred  males  to  achieve 
full  penetration.” 

Another  of  Brennan’s  studies  showed  that  some  breeds 
of  duck,  like  the  lesser  scaup  and  the  ruddy  duck,  grow 
longer  penises  when  in  competition  with  other  males.  The 
penises  then  waste  away  at  the  end  of  the  breeding  season 
and  re  grow  for  the  next  one. 

DUCKS  FOR  DUCKS 

Dugger’s  duck  studies  may  not  be  as  sexy,  or  to  be 
precise,  as  sex-oriented,  as  his  duck  research  counterparts’ 
penis-measuring  work,  but  one  area  of  his  research  is  on 
the  endangered  Hawaiian  duck.  He  says  duck  populations 
in  Oregon  are  in  reasonable  shape,  but  that’s  not  the  case 
elsewhere.  Dugger  might  be  a  Beaver,  but  he  thinks  the 
Ducks  could  be  doing  more  for  ducks. 

He  points  to  the  University  of  Missouri’s  Mizzou  Tigers 
for  Tigers  program  that  works  to  save  endangered  Bengal 
tigers.  He  says  the  program,  launched  in  1999,  caught  on 
with  other  universities  that  have  tigers  as  mascots  and 
created  some  momentum  for  tiger  awareness.  “I’ve  always 
thought  that  UO  could  do  that,”  he  says,  calling  it  a  “pretty 
cool  model.” 

Oregon  may  not  be  the  only  college  with  a  duck  for  a 
mascot  —  Stevens  Institute  of  Technology  in  Hoboken, 
N. J.  has  a  duck,  too  —  but  it’s  the  most  famous,  so  why  not 
save  endangered  animals  with  that  popularity?  There  are 
plenty  of  species  of  duck  that  are  in  trouble,  Dugger  says, 
and  saving  endangered  ducks  is  “an  opportunity  for  a  more 
direct  connection  to  that  mascot.”  The  university  could 
even  create  an  endowed  chair  for  waterfowl  studies. 

Among  the  world’s  most  endangered  ducks  are  the 
Brazilian  merganser,  a  river  duck  that  faces  gold  mining, 
cattle  ranching  and  timber  harvesting,  and  the  Madagascar 
pochard,  which  was  once  thought  extinct.  Duggers’ 
Hawaiian  duck  faces  loss  of  wetland  habitat  and 
interbreeding  with  feral  mallard  ducks. 

“Universities  could  be  doing  more  for  raising  the  status 
of  their  mascots  around  the  world,”  Dugger  says.

You’re  not  a  true  Duck  fan  until  you  stick  one  in  the 
oven. 

Belly’s  owner  and  chef,  Brendan  Mahaney,  a 
prestigious  James  Beard  Awards  semi-finalist,  says 
that  getting  your  hands  on  duck  can  be  a  bit 
difficult,  but  in  Eugene  he’d  head  straight  for 
Long’s  Meat  Market.  “They’ll  carry  it  —  usually 
frozen,  sometimes  fresh  —  and  they  can  order 
more  for  you  if  you  need  it,”  Mahaney  says. 

Going  through  a  reputable  butcher,  he  says,  means  that  you 
probably  don’t  need  to  worry  about  receiving  spoiled  fowl,  but  it’s 
going  to  be  clear  if  you  do.  Rotting  duck  has  a  funny  odor  similar  to 
rotting  chicken.  Stick  to  the  good  butchers,  Mahaney  says.  “I  have 
never  run  into  bad  duck.  I  just  haven’t.” 

Some  like  to  roast  duck  whole,  making  Peking  duck  or  orange 
duck.  But  “we’re  more  likely  to  divide  and  conquer,”  Mahaney  says. 
“We’re  most  likely  to  separate  the  leg  meat  from  the  breast,  and 
we’ll  treat  each  of  those  differently.”  The  composition  of  the  two 
cuts  means  you  can’t  just  sub  a  breast  for  a  leg,  so  it’s  necessary  to 
pick  your  recipe  based  on  what  you’ve  got  —  or  order  the  meat  well 
ahead  of  time  to  make  sure  the  cut  you  need  is  available. 

“The  leg  is  moist  and  fatty  and  flavorful  and  meaty,”  Mahaney 
says,  “and  it  does  well  if  it’s  slowly  cooked,  and  that  can  either  be 
with  a  braise,  or  we  do  a  lot  of  confit,  where  it’s  cooked  slowly  in  its 
own  fat.”  He  recommends  cooking  the  leg  from  two  to  four  hours. 

The  breast,  Mahaney  says,  is  another  story.  “There’s  this 
thick  layer  of  fat  on  the  breast,”  he  says.  “It’s 
what  keeps  the  duck  warm  in  the  cold  water,  , 
right?  And  it’s  really  too  much.  It’s  an  inch 
of  fat.”  He  sears  the  breast,  fat  side  down, 
and  pours  off  the  excess,  so  that  what 
remains  is  easier  to  cook  with. 

“Often  duck  is  paired  with  bright, 
sweet,  tangy  or  sour  flavors,”  he  says. 

He  recommends  trying  recipes  with 
orange,  huckleberry,  pomegranate, 
even  dark  chocolate  (but  not  for 
dessert). 

Eating  out?  Belly  is  serving  a  duck 
confit  over  a  salad  of  pomegranates 
and  chicories,  and  Mahaney  says  he 
recently  had  a  tasty  duck  breast  at  Rye. 

And  while  some  might  delight  in  eating 
duck  while  the  Ducks  fight  them  some 
Wildcats,  UO  alum  Mahaney  will  be  sticking 
to  a  seven-layer  dip.  “There  should  be  no 
cooking  of  ducks  on  the  day  of  the  Fiesta 
Bowl,”  he  says.  —  Shannon  Finnell

That’s  one  of  the  pithy  bits  of  advice  on  charitable  giving  that  the 
Oregon  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  sends  out  along  with  a  list  of  the  worst  charities  in  order  to  keep 
the  generously  inclined  from  getting  scammed.  EW  begs  to  differ:  Impulse  donations  are  awesome. 
I  Then  again  we  are  the  kind  of  folks  who  pull  over  at  a  green  light  to  give  dollars  to  the  people  holding 
signs  that  say  “made  some  bad  decisions”  or  who  have  cute  dogs  with  them.  But  it’s  all  in  whom  you  give  to. 

If  you  want  to  make  some  last  minute  donations  —  as  gifts,  as  tax  deductions  or  on  impulse  because  it’s  a  good  cause 
—  we’re  here  to  give  you  some  suggestions  that  are  local  groups  who  will  put  your  hard-earned  cash  to  good  use  and  good 
deeds.  The  online  guide  to  charities,  Guide  Star  (guidestar.org)  lists  more  than  1,700  nonprofits  in  Eugene  alone.  Not  all 
the  groups  in  this  guide  are  tax  deductible  —  check  on  Guide  Star  or  the  Oregon  DOJ’s  charity  database  (wkly.ws/lei)  if 
you  want  that  write-off  —  but  all  are  worth  the  money.

The 
Hunger  Games:  Catching  Fire  (the  second  film  of  the 
trilogy).  Jack  Ryan  (a  second  reboot  of  the  Tom  Clancy 
franchise),  A  Good  Day  to  Die  Hard  (Bruce  Willis’  fifth 
time  as  Mr.  McClane),  World  War  Z  (Brad  Pitt  fights 
zombies).  Pacific  Rim  (robots  vs.  monsters).  This  is  the 
End  (Seth  Rogan  and  James  Franco  play  themselves 
facing  an  apocalypse).  Iron  Man  3  (Robert  Downey  Jr. 
faces  his  ultimate  enemy  in  Ben  Kingsley).  These  films  are 
all  well  and  good  (and  certainly  have  an  audience)  but 
among  all  the  explosions,  undead  hijinks  and  cheesy  one- 
liners  that  can  only  be  delivered  while  packing  heat,  here 
are  five  films  not  to  miss  in  2013. 

Oz:  The  Great  and  Powerful 

Although  nothing  can  ever  replace  the  1939  original 


(there  is  only  one  Judy  Garland  after  all),  Oz  brims  with  a 
talented  all-star  cast  with  James  Franco  as  Oz,  Michelle 
Williams  as  Glinda  the  Good  Witch,  Rachel  Weisz  as 
Evanora  the  Wicked  Witch  of  the  East  and  Mila  Kunis  as 
Theodora  the  Wicked  Witch  of  the  West.  The  classic 
fantasy  is  expected  to  have  a  racy  spin  with  director  Sam 
Raimi  at  the  helm  —  it’s  the  first  film  he  directed  since 
2009 ’s  Drag  Me  to  Hell. 

The  Great  Gatsby 

Let’s  hope  this  F.  Scott  Fitzgerald  adaptation  actually 
does  come  out  in  2013  because  it’s  already  been  delayed 
twice  (release  dates  were  set  for  summer  2012  and  then 
winter  2012).  The  film,  however,  looks  like  it  will  be 
worth  the  wait.  Carey  Mulligan  (as  Daisy  Buchanan), 
Leonardo  DiCaprio  (as  Jay  Gatsby)  and  Tobey  McGuire 
(as  Nick  Carraway)  offer  some  serious  acting  chops  while 
director  Baz  Luhrmann  (Moulin  Rouge)  waves  his  magic 
eye-candy  wand  to  create  the  glittering,  flapper-happy 
backdrop  for  the  1920s  tale  of  luxury,  obsession  and 
tragedy. 


Ender's  Game 

2013  will  have  no  shortage  of  sci-fi  action  films,  but 
Ender ’s  Game  is  likely  to  stand  out  from  the  crowd.  Based 
on  Orson  Scott  Card’s  mind-bending  novel  about  a  young 
boy  sent  to  a  military  academy  in  space  to  train  for  an  alien 
invasion,  the  film  features  a  strong  cast  with  Asa  Butterfield 
(of  Hugo  fame)  as  Ender  Wiggin,  and  Viola  Davis, 
Harrison  Eord,  Ben  Kinglsey  and  Hailee  Steinfeld  rounding 
out  the  rest  of  the  team.  The  film  is  directed  by  South 
African  filmmaker  Gavin  Hood,  who  wrote  and  directed 
the  award-winning  2005  film  Tsotsi. 

Anchorman:  The  Legend  Continues 

Considering  how  sequel-  and  franchise-happy 
Hollywood  is  these  days,  it’s  incredible  it  took  the  industry 
nine  years  to  release  the  second-installment  of  Anchorman, 
the  instant  comedy  classic.

Remember  that  Gap  commercial  circa  1998  where  a  bunch  of  khaki-clad  models  jump,  jive  and  wail  to  the  stylings  of  the  Brian  Setzer  Orchestra?  One  of  the  oddest 
fads  that  passed  through  the  music  world  during  the  ’90s  was  this  sudden  rise  in  popularity  of  swing  and  ska  music,  which  cheerily  rose  out  of  a  sea  of  grunge,  alternative 
and  electronica  music.  If  you  were  alive  and  digging  the  music  scene  then,  you’ve  undoubtedly  heard  of  local  favorites  the  Cherry  Poppin’  Daddies,  seeing  as  they  scored 
a  major  radio  hit  with  “Zoot  Suit  Riot,”  which  was  recorded  right  here  in  Eugene.  Hopefully  you  haven’t  pigeonholed  these  Daddies  as  a  bunch  of  swing-happy  hepcats. 

While  they  do  incorporate  elements  of  swing  and  various  forms  of  ska  into  their  music,  the  presence  of  punk,  rockabilly  and  psychobilly  in  their  songs  shows  how 

much  they  like  to  cut  a  broad  swath  across  the  musical  landscape.  They,  of  course,  know  how  to  have  a  good  time,  as  “Zoot  Suit  Riot,”  “Ding  Dong  Daddy”  and  “Brown 

Derby  Jump”  attest,  but  tracks  like  “Irish  Whiskey”  show  they  can  rock  out  and  just  play  straight-up  punk  sometimes.  Toss  in  the  greaser-rock  sounds  of  tracks  like 
“Julie  Grave,”  the  Flamenco-tinged  “Breathe”  and  even  the  borderline  pop-rock  number  “The  Good  Things,”  and  you  can  see  how  much  this  band  thrives  on  variety. 

Their  last  release,  2DD9’s  Susquehanna,  was  wall-to-wall  ska  and  was  the  band’s  attempt  to  give  their  fans  an  excuse  not  to  have  to  “apologize  for  our  eclecticism” 
according  to  the  band’s  lead  singer,  Steve  Perry.  As  the  band  prepares  to  release  a  new  album  in  early  2D13  —  thanks  to  a  successful  PledgeMusic  campaign  —  called 
White  Teeth,  Black  Thoughts,  fans  will  not  have  to  wait  long  to  see  what  the  Daddies  have  in  store  for  them  next.

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THE  FLOYDIAN  SLIPS’  EXTRA  DIMENSIONS 

The  Floydian  Slips’  Asher  Fulero  (keyboard,  vocals]  was  “getting  ready  for  the  intergalactic  mayhem”  that 
some  predicted  for  Dec.  21  when  £W  caught  up  with  him.  His  plans  must  have  included  survival  because  the  Slips 
have  a  big  show  lined  up.  After  a  four-year  hiatus,  the  beloved  cover  band  is  taking  the  McDonald  Theatre  by  storm 
on  New  Year’s  Eve,  transforming  it  into  a  psychedelic  dreamscape. 

To  help  create  this  Floydian  fantasy,  the  Slips  are  employing  video  projection  mapping.  “We’re  always  looking 
for  really  exciting  and  interesting  ways  to  make  the  show  a  bigger  event,  a  more  complete  experience,”  Fulero 
says.  “We’re  the  first  musicians  to  ever  use  projection  mapping  at  McDonald.”  For  those  unfamiliar  with  video 
projection  mapping,  it’s  worth  a  YouTube  search  (anything  by  Nuformer  Projection  will  blow  your  mind).  The 
technology  uses  a  computer  algorithm  that  takes  a  projector  image  and  divides  it  across  multiple  surfaces, 
allowing  for  optical  illusions  and  extra  dimensions.  Fulero  says  they  have  been  collaborating  with  lighting 
designer  Jason  Way  to  project  images  against  the  ceiling,  stage,  screens  and  pillars  of  the  McDonald.  Way  has 
been  “combining  original  Floyd  screen  videos  from  their  concerts  with  original,  new  and  stock  footage  to  make 
thematic  matches  with  the  songs  and  their  lyrics/feel,”  Fulero  says. 

As  for  the  music,  the  Slips  will  be  playing  the  lineup  that  their  fans  love:  Dark  Side  of  the  Moon,  Wish  You  Were 
Here,Animais,  The  M/d//.  And  this  is  an  all-ages  event.  “That’s  what  is  so  great  about  Pink  Floyd.  It’s  intergenerational 
music.  There  are  kids  there  age  7  who  are  just  loving  it  and  then  there’s  people  in  their  20s  who  are  loving  it,”  says 
Fulero,  who  calls  their  fans  a  family.  “I’ve  never  met  anyone  who  was  like  ‘Eh,  I  don’t  really  like  Pink  Floyd.’”

STOMP  IN  THE  NEW  YEAR 


Once  upon  a  time,  in  the  days  when  “greed  was  good,”  anything  homemade  was  synonymous  with  shabby.  Growing  up  in  the 
Reagan  age,  a  stage  filled  with  buckets,  washboards,  kettles,  spoons  and  cigar  box  guitars  would’ve  seemed  more  at  home  on  a 
street  corner  or  back  alley  saloon. 

Thankfully  we’ve  moved  past  a  time  dominated  with  men  with  big  hair  and  double-necked  electric  guitars.  The  DIY  heart  beats 
strong  in  the  breast  of  young  and  old  all  over  the  country.  Knowing  how  to  make  it  yourself  is  in  vogue,  especially  for  musicians. 

That’s  not  to  say  there  haven’t  always  been  music  makers  with  an  appreciation  for  the  simple  things.  One  book  in  the 
encyclopedia  of  music  has  always  been  friendly  to  the  make-your-own-instrument  movement  —  the  blues.  And  while  some 
might  wonder  what  two  bearded  white  guys  from  Portland  know  about  the  blues,  I  can  guarantee  it’s  a  lot  more 
than  how  to  bang  a  drumstick  on  an  upturned  bucket. 

Meet  the  men  of  Hillstomp  who  reunited  this  fall,  Henry  Hill  Kammerer  and  John  “Lord  Jy 

Buckets”  Johnson  (with  those  names,  what  other  venue  could  they  play?) . 

While  they  might  be  just  two  guys  with  a  few  homemade  instru¬ 
ments,  a  guitar  and  a  microphone,  they’ve  got  the  blues  beaten. 

Kammerer  and  Johnson  are  part  preacher,  part  pure  grit 
and  part  mournful  crooner,  creating  a  trifecta  that  can’t  be 
defined  by  the  word  “blues”  alone.  Thrown  in  the  mix  is 
intricate  string  work  for  the  bluegrass  purists,  enough 
thumping  beats  to  please  any  Black  Keys  fan,  a  dash  of  punk, 
a  pinch  of  trance  blues  and  a  dollop  of  R.L.  Burnside. 

The  result  is  a  refreshing  slap  in  the  face,  converting  any 
skeptic  who’s  unsure  that  anything  homemade  could  sound  this 
good.  And  bring  your  dancing  shoes,  this  dynamic  duo  induces 
severe,  knee-slapping,  hanging-from-the-rafters  dance-itis. 

Hillstomp  plays  10  pm  Monday,  Dec.  31,  at  John  Henry’s;  $5.

There  is  a  gallery  in  Eugene  with  more  than  66,000 
paintings  from  over  900  artists.  That’s  twice  as 
many  artworks  than  are  currently  on  display  in 
the  Louvre  Museum.  You’re  not  going  to  find 
Daily  Paintworks  on  any  art  walk,  however,  be¬ 
cause  it’s  in  the  cloud;  it’s  online. 

“The  internet  is  transforming  art  —  the  art  industry  — 
just  the  way  it  has  with  music  and  publishing,”  David 
Marine,  co-founder  of  Daily  Paintworks,  says. 

Daily  Paintworks  comes  from  an  idea  credited  to  artist 


Duane  Kaiser:  If  a  fine  arts  painter  wants  to  make  a  living, 
the  painter  should  complete  at  least  one  small  painting  a  day, 
post  it  online  and  try  to  sell  it  at  an  affordable  price  (around 
$100)  via  sites  like  eBay.  Daily  Paintworks  multiplied  this 
idea,  ushering  in  artists  and  buyers  from  around  the  world, 
from  Eugene  to  India.  The  online  gallery,  as  a  result,  has 
been  a  success,  but  it  wasn’t  always  so. 

The  Marines  relocated  to  Eugene  a  year  ago  after  a 
devastating  fire  in  Central  Texas  swallowed  their  home. 
“We  didn’t  lose  anybody,  but  we  lost  everything,”  Marine 


says  of  he  and  his  wife  and  fellow  co-founder,  Carol 
Marine.  He  looks  at  the  fire  as  part  blessing.  He  had  been  a 
woodworker  in  Eugene  in  the  ’90s  and  had  always  wanted 
to  return.  It  was  around  that  time  that  Marine  was  ready  to 
shutter  Daily  Paintworks.  At  that  stage,  the  site  was  an 
invitation-only  collective,  like  similar  sites,  and  thus  only  50 
painters  were  selling  their  work.  It  wasn’t  sustainable. 

“I  was  ready  to  completely  give  up  on  Daily 
Paintworks,”  Marine  says.  “There  was  a  point  where  we 
realized  that  what  buyers  wanted  was  different  from  what 
artists  wanted.  Artists  wanted  to  be  part  of  this  exclusive 
club.  Buyers  wanted  to  go  to  a  place  where  they  had  a  lot 
of  selection.”  Carol  Marine  suggested  turning  the  collective 
into  a  business  by  opening  up  membership  and  charging 
artists  $12.95  a  month  to  host  their  work.  Soon  membership 
ballooned  from  50  to  more  900  artists,  and  the  site’s 
unique  visitors  per  day  grew  from  200  to  10,000. 

Marine  says  that  this  business  model  works  in  the  favor 
of  buyers  and  artists.  Compared  to  brick-and-mortar 
galleries  that  charge  50  percent  commission  and  feature 
the  “top,  thinnest  slice  of  talented  artists,”  and  eBay,  which 
charges  9  percent  commission.  Daily  Paintworks  charges  3 
percent.  In  a  town  where  artists  can’t  find  enough  buyers, 
the  Marines  may  be  on  to  something. 

“Eugene  has  a  lot  of  artists  but  there’s  nobody  to  buy 
the  work,”  says  Sabrina  Ridge,  a  local  artist  and  owner  of 
Poppy  &  Moe  (a  screenprint  T-shirt  company).  “If  you 
want  to  make  money  as  an  artist  in  Eugene,  you  have  to  get 
your  art  out  of  Eugene.” 

Carol  Marine  paints  five  to  seven  paintings  a  week  and 
sells  them  across  the  globe  for  $150  to  $250  each  on 
DailyPaintworks.com.  Local  painter  and  member  Sarah 
Sedwick  (see  Cezanne’s  Greetings,  Nov.  15)  also  uses  the 
site  to  sell  her  work.  But  it’s  not  just  the  international  reach 
and  open  membership.  Marine  says,  that  has  made  the  site 
a  success.  “We  put  a  lot  of  effort  in  attending  to  our 
members  and  our  buyers,”  he  says  of  the  family-run 
business.  “We  want  to  be  beloved.”  ■

FOR  THIS  PIRATE,  ITS  PERSONAL 

Mark  Beudert  directs  Eugene  Opera  production  of  Pirates  of  Penzance 


The  year  is  1980.  Columbia  University  student 
Mark  Beudert  stood  at  the  edge  of  the  stage, 
coming  in  on  the  right  note  along  with  the  rest  of 
the  chorus,  as  Kevin  Klein  and  Linda  Ronstadt 
rocked  the  house  in  a  wildly  successful  Broad¬ 
way  production  of  Pirates  of  Penzance. 
Fast-forward  32  years  and  leap  across  the  nation, 
Beudert  is  back  at  it  again.  This  time  he  fills  the  director’s 
chair,  but  still  utilizing  the  lessons  he  learned  as  a 
sophomore  to  inform  a  new  production  of  the  Gilbert  and 
Sullivan  classic. 


First  and  foremost  among  those  lessons  is  a  clear 
disinclination  for  gimmicks.  This  production  is  in  “full 
faith  with  the  original  text,”  Beudert  notes.  Harkening 
back  to  that  long  ago  Broadway  production,  Beudert  says, 
“What  impressed  me  about  Kevin  Kline  (and  others)  were 
that  they  were  serious,  intelligent,  intense  artists  who  were 
respectful  of  the  original  material.”  Describing  Kline’s 
performance,  he  noted,  “If  you  can  trust  the  material,  all 
you  have  to  do  is  be  good.” 

So  don’t  expect  this  production  to  go  digging  in  the 
gutter  (or  trolling  the  internet)  for  pop  references  to  keep 


you  entertained.  “I  keep  telling  my  chorus,”  Beudert  says, 
“if  you  don’t  do  it  in  real  life,  don’t  do  it  on  stage.”  Of 
course,  I  say  to  Beudert,  these  are  theater  people,  so 
heaven  knows  what  they  do  in  real  life.  No  comment. 

Producing  a  light,  clever  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  piece  is 
like  a  field  day  for  opera  people,  for  whom  an  ordinary 
day’s  work  might  include  long-winded  death  scenes  and 
the  most  tragic  love  stories.  “We’re  enjoying  ourselves 
more  than  is  probably  legal,”  Beudert  admits.  For  those 
unfamiliar  with  the  plot,  it  is  a  wonderfully  goofy  love 
story  between  a  pirate  and  the  daughter  of  a  “modern 
major  general,”  with  more  outrageous  plot  twists  than  a 
choose-you-own-adventure  story. 

I  asked  how  similar  this  production  would  be  to  his 
original  experience  with  the  work,  and  Beudert  says,  “Very 
reminiscent ...  It  is  a  particular  pleasure  to  be  revisiting  it.” 

Beudert’s  day  job  is  running  the  opera  program  at  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame,  yet  he  spends  as  much  time 
with  the  Eugene  Opera  as  he  can.  His  enthusiasm  for 
Eugene  Opera  bubbles  forth  as  we  speak,  “Eugene  has 
always  been  known  for  snagging  really  good  artists,  really 
young.”  While,  he  says,  “all  the  singers  are  excellent,” 
Beudert  seems  particularly  excited  about  “our  Pirate  King 
(Mark  Walters),  a  well-known,  up-and-coming  American 
baritone  specializing  in  the  great  Verdi  roles.”  He  is  also 
thrilled  to  be  working  with  Angela  Theis  and  Joshua 
Dennis,  “our  Mabel  and  Frederic,  two  young  singers  on 
the  cusp  of  great  careers.” 

When  I  ask  what  he  hopes  to  leave  audiences  with  after 
the  production,  it  is  clear  that  he  wants  us  to  take  away  the 
same  gift  this  production  has  given  him:  “Joy.”  ■

Recently  IVe  had  the  craving  to  hike  around 
Oakridge.  Pm  not  sure  if  it  is  the  incredible  forest 
or  the  food  and  beer  at  Brewers  Union  Local  180 
after  the  hike.  Regardless  of  the  reasoning,  IVe 
been  twice  in  the  last  week.  The  first  hike  was  a 
lower  portion  of  the  Middle  Fork  Willamette  Trail  and  the 
second  was  the  Larison  Creek  Trail.  For  those  who  don’t 
know,  Oakridge  is  a  mecca  for  both  hiking  and  mountain 
bike  riding.  I  like  to  do  both,  but  prefer  hiking.  This  time 
of  the  year  you  will  likely  find  yourself  alone  on  the  trail, 
whatever  your  mode  of  transportation. 

The  Larison  Creek  Trail  starts  off  on  a  portion  of 
Larison  Creek  connecting  with  Hills  Creek  Reservoir, 


though  this  changes  quickly  to  a  much  more  diverse  native 
setting.  While  walking  along  the  section  that  is  part  of  the 
reservoir,  if  the  water  level  is  low  enough,  you  can  see 
quite  a  few  massive  tree  stumps.  These  giants  were  likely 
Douglas  fir  and  western  redcedar,  lost  to  the  dam  and  now 
covered  in  water  most  of  the  year.  Thankfully  the  remainder 
of  the  Larison  Creek  drainage  didn’t  meet  this  fate. 

If  one  is  lucky  enough  to  be  hiking  after  the  first  frost, 
there  is  an  impressive  display  of  fungi  along  the  trail, 
ranging  from  the  odd  (golden  jelly  fungus)  to  the  delicious 
(Pacific  chanterelle  mushroom).  Though  if  you  plan  on 
picking  and  eating  any  fungi,  you  will  need  a  permit  from 
the  Willamette  National  Forest,  which  is  free  for  personal 


use  and  can  be  picked  up  on  your  way  to  the  trailhead  at 
the  Westfir  Ranger  Station.  And  of  course  don’t  eat 
anything  you’re  not  absolutely  positive  is  edible. 

The  trail  closely  follows  the  north  bank  of  Larison 
Creek  for  most  of  the  walk  except  for  when  it  climbs  to  the 
edge  of  a  clear-cut  that  is  rapidly  regenerating.  This  valley 
is  home  to  many  impressive  trees.  Mostly  Douglas  fir, 
western  hemlock  and  western  redcedar,  but  there  are  also 
quite  a  few  sugar  pines,  which  in  this  type  of  forest  are 
fairly  rare.  You  can  spot  them  by  their  massive  cones. 

The  Larison  Creek  Trail  can  be  explored  on  horseback, 
bike  or  by  your  two  feet.  If  you  wanted  an  easy  nearly 
all-downhill  hike  you  could  start  at  the  upper  trailhead 
along  Forest  Road  (FR)  101.  But  this  involves  driving  on 
a  few  miles  of  gravel  roads.  The  trailhead  off  of  FR  21  is 
paved  up  to  the  parking  area.  If  you’re  mountain  biking, 
don’t  worry  about  any  steep  uphill  sections;  it’s  a  slow, 
steady  climb.  There  are  some  great  campsites  that  I’m 
sure  are  fairly  busy  on  summer  weekends,  but  this  time 
of  the  year  one  could  stay  for  days  and  likely  not  camp 
near  anyone. 

As  more  snow  falls  in  the  high  Cascades,  low  elevation 
trails  become  more  attractive  for  those  who  love  to  hike 
year-round.  The  lower  3  miles  or  so  of  the  Larison  Creek 
Trail  should  remain  snow  free  for  most  of  the  year.  But,  as 
always,  check  the  weather  before  you  head  out,  and  be 
prepared  for  inclement  weather  regardless  of  the  forecast. 
The  Larison  Creek  Trail  is  6.3  miles  one  way.  There  is  no 
fee  or  permit  needed  for  this  hike.  ■
